East, South 
Hit by More 
Heavy Snow

More snow piled atop white- i 


carpeted areas in central eastern 
and southern sections of the na- 
tion today but the storms didn't 
appear to pack the punch of last 
week's wintry blockbusters. 


One storm dumped nearly a 


foot of snow in northwest Arkan- 
sas, the season's heaviest fall, as 
it spread into sections of Missouri, 
Illinois, Indiana, Kansas and Ok- 
lahoma. But it tapered off during 
the night and only light snosv fell 
this morning in parts of Kansas 
and northeast Oklahoma. 


More than eight inches of snow 


fell 
in Roanoke, 
in southwest 


Virginia, in a second storm that 
hit 
southern and eastern areas 


with snow, sleet ;md freezing rain. 


A disturbance off the Carolina 


coast and over Kentucky teamed 
to produce wet weather from the 
Ohio Valley southsvard into the

lantic states. 


The storms struck as many 


sections 
continued 
to dig out 


from winter's heaviest snowfalls 
of last week.

morning over most of the Ohio 
Volley eastward into the Virgin 
ias. Rain dampened areas to the 
south. Freezing rain, snow or 
sleet pelted a narrow belt be 
tween the snow and rain zones. 


Up to four inches of fresh snow 


was indicated in Maryland and 
the east central Appalachins and 
one to three inches in the Ohio 
Valley. 


Some snow was forecast for 


New York City as the gigantic 
task of getting the city back to 
normal operations moved forward 
in the wake of last week's snow- 
fall of more than 17 inches. The 
snow was expected to change to 
rain or rain mixed with snow lat- 
er today. 


In the Midwest storm belt, sev- 


en inches of snow was reported 
in West Plains, Mo., north of the 
Arkansas border while snow flur- 
ries extended into' Little Rock.

Bill to Regulate 
Sale of Pistols 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)—A bill to 


regulate the sale of pistols, back- 
ed by the Arkansas Sheriffs Asso- 
ciation, will be introduced in the 
Arkansas Legislaure.

pistols in Arkansas, with a $20( 
a year tax on retailers and a $300 
a year tax on pawnshops selling 
guns. It also would require sellers 
to obtain proof of identity from 
purchasers of pistols and to reg 
ister this information with county 
sheriffs for use by law officers
